NOLUCKATTHEBUCK 

Buck Shaw Stadium hasn't been the kindest of away venues to the Revs in recent years ... in 
the team's five matches at Buck Shaw Stadium, the Revs are 1-4-0 ... the Revs' only victory 
at Buck Shaw Stadium came on March 21, 2009-a 1-0 win ... since that match, the Revs are 
0-3-0 in their last three games in Santa Clara. 

LOOKING TO SNAP WEST-COAST WOES 

This weekend, the Revs head to the West Coast for the their first of two trips this season and 
will be looking to snap a rough stretch in games along the Pacific... since the start of 2010, 
the Revs have played 16 on the West Coast (Chivas USA, LA Galaxy, Portland Timbers, San 
Jose Earthquakes, Seattle Sounders FC and Vancouver Whitecaps FC), posting a 1-10-5 
record in those matches ... the lone win out west came in 2012 when the Revs earned a 3-1 
win over the LA Galaxy in Carson, Calif., on March 31, 2012 ... last year in 2013, the Revs 
made four trips to the West Coast, going 0-1-3 with a 4-3 loss (down a man) at Vancouver, 0-0 
draw st Seattle and Portland and a 1-1 draw at Chivas USA. 

FIRST SHUTOUT FOR DEFENSIVE UNIT 

Bobby Shuttleworth and the Revs’ defense posted their first shutout of the season in the home 
opener at Gillette Stadium last Saturday with a 0-0 draw against Vancouver Whitecaps FC ... 
Shuttleworth made two saves to earn his first clean on the season and the 14th of his career 
... last year, the Revs posted a club-record 14 shutouts, which was the second-best mark in 
MLS.

After surrendering four goals in the season opener against the Houston Dynamo on March 8,

Jose Goncalves returned to the starting lineup for the team's home opener against Vancouver 
last Saturday at Gillette Stadium after missing the Philly game in week 2 ... in true ironman 
fashion, Goncalves played another full 90 at center back ... Goncalves has now made 36 
career appearances with the Revs - all starts - and has played every minute of every game in 
which he’s appeared. 

FARRELL’S VERSATILITY SHINING THROUGH 

Andrew Farrell has made two starts in 2014, both at different defensive positions ... his first 
start of the season came at center back on March 15 at Philadelphia ... last weekend, Farrell 
returned to his more familiar right back spot against Vancouver... while a defensive stallwart, 
in the 61st minute, Farrell showcased his speed and footwork with a 40-yard run with the ball 
at his feet, shaking off two Vancouver players - including speedster Darren Mattocks - and 
finding Kelyn Rowe coming up through the midfield. 

THE BEARD BET 

Andrew Farrell is styling a growing beard, and it’s all because of a bet... in the off-season, Far¬ 
rell challenged his brother, Will, that he would grow a beard until he scored his first MLS goal

have a growing beard for the season. 

REVS ARE YOUNGST STARTING SQUAD IN MLS 

With the the 2014 MLS season underway, the Revs are the eighth youngest team overall in the 
league (as of March 25)... however, the starting 11 that Jay Heaps put out in week 3 was the 
youngest in the league, just as it has been in each of the first three weeks of the season.

Heaps on the goalkeeping situation: “I think both keepers have shown realty well. It’s not one of 
these things where the day one starter gets named and the competition is over. This competi¬ 
tion - and when I say it, it’s a very good competition - both guys root for each other and they 
know each other well. There’s a kind of support for each other. I think that it’s one of those 
things that is going to go on all year. It’s not going to be the day one starter, and then whoever 
it is, he’s the starter for 34 games, t think there’s going to be a battle throughout the season. ” 

SHUTTLEWORTH THE STEADY 

Bobby Shuttleworth is coming off a career season in 2013, and hopes to parlay that into 
another successful campaign in 2014 ... last year, he made career-highs in appearances (23), 
starts (22), minutes played (2,063) and saves (64)... after assuming the day-to-day starting 
role in mid-April, Shuttleworth went on to post some of MLS' top goalkeeping numbers by 
midseason and garnered MLS All-Star consideration mid-season ... a tall keeper who com¬ 
municates well and organizes his defenders well, Shuttleworth is now in his sixth MLS season 
with 46 appearances, 44 starts and a career goals against average of 1.41. 

SECOND TIME AROUND 

Brad Knighton has re-joined the Revolution for his second go-round in New England ... the 
goalkeeper came to the Revs in December via trade with Vancouver Whitecaps FC on the 
same day that club legend Matt Reis retired ... in exchange for Knighton, the Revs traded a 
conditional pick in the 2015 MLS SuperDraftto Vancouver... Knighton began his MLS career 
in New England and stayed with the Revs for three seasons (2007-2009), making six appear¬ 
ances and posting a 1 -2-3 record ... following his initial stint with the Revs, Knighton spent the 
2010 season in Philadelphia (3-3-1,1.10 GAA) after the Union selected him in the Expansion 
Draft... Knighton played the last two seasons in Vancouver, making 21 appearances while 
posting a 9-6-5 record with five shutouts. 


TIERNEY'S LEFT FOOT TOPS ALL 

Chris Tierney, the Revs’ longest-tenured player, is one of MLS' most dangerous - and accurate 
- free kick takers ... the left-footed Tierney topped Opta’s list of most accurate free-kick takers 
since 2011, as published by MLSSoccer.com early in 2014 ... his average deviation off target 
of 7.81 degrees bettered second-place Jeff Larentowicz ... Houston’s Brad Davis - considered 
by many the top set-piece taker in the league - had a variance of 13.24 degrees off target. 

BENGTSON SCORES AGAIN FOR HONDURAS 

Jerry Bengtson, CONCACAF’s leading scorer in qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup, was 
called up to represent Honduras during the country’s March 5 friendly against Venezuela, 

where he scored a goal in the 2-1 win.Bengtson, who re-joined the Revolution in Houston 

on March 6, has 41 appearances for Honduras and has scored 19 international goals ... he is 
expected to be the Revs’ lone representative at the 2014 FIFA World Cup in Brazil, represent¬ 
ing Honduras.

The Revolution and the Rochester Rhinos (USL PRO) have renewed their partnership that 
makes the Rhinos the official USL PRO affiliate of the Revolution ... this is the second year 
of the teams’ affiliation and is one of the founding partnerships of the MLS and USL PRO 
relationship that launched in 2013 to help further the development of professional soccer in the 
U.S. and Canada ... the agreement calls for the Revolution to loan a minimum of four players 
to the Rhinos for the season ...

The Revolution’s next match - Saturday, April 5 at D.C. United - will be televised on Boston’s 
myTV38, rather than Comcast SportsNet... because of a direct conflict with the Boston Celtics’ 
game at the same time, rather than try to configure temporary alternate channels, Comcast 
SportsNet and the Revs worked to find a solution that would allow more fans to see the game 
live ... myTV38 was the Revs’ broadcast come from 2007 through 2009, before the Revs 
moved to CSN. 


NEXT HOME GAME ON A NEW SURFACE - REVOLUTION 2.5 

When the Revolution finally return home to Gillette Stadium for their April 12 match against 
Houston, they’ll be playing on a new surface ... work began this week to rip up the current 
FieldTurf product (Duraspine PRO), and replace it with FieldTurfs latest offering: Revolution 
2.5 and the VersaTile drainage and shock underlayment... the Duraspine surface did not have 
an underlayer, but the new Revolution surface will... the Revolution surface is also installed at 
CenturyLink Field (Seattle) and Providence Park (Portland), with the Providence Park surface 
completed this winter ahead of the 2014 seaosn. 






NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT SAN JOSE EARTHQUAKES 


FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American flag as we know it - before there were the 
United States, and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a flag of a different design was flown proudly in 
the early colonies that now comprise New England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It's fbwn as an homage to the region's pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the 
flag of New England now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the 
region’s revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the 
most meaningful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives 
in honor on the back of every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded 
that the club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to 
proudly represent the historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the 
supporters onto the field, each and every game.
